It is hooked up directly with 
adequate diets and with the g en -i 
eral health of those who don't 
have enough money with which to 
buy sufficient proper food.” Mc­ 
Cornock said. 
He pointed out that while poo- | 
pie usually think of such prob­ 
lems on a national scale, perhaps ; 
because reports on 
such 
things

usually come from 
Washington. 
yet the national report reflects on 
accumulation of conditions affect­ 
ing smaller units such as counties 
and townships. 
Roswell G. Carr, state director 
of Farm Security, has advised all 
county supervisors that the matter 
of ruial health is to he given even 
more attention than in the past. 
Mr. Carr'* information 
is 
that 
about one out of four army re­ 
cruits is found 
physically 
unlit. 
This bad condition extends also to 
the civilian population and exists 
in rural a* well as city areas; and 
in both places much of the trouble 
can be traced to faulty diets. Good 
health of civilians is nearly as 
Important from a national defense 
angle, as good health in the army, 
he indicated. 
The “live-at-home” emphasis of 
Farm Security is bringing about 
correction of the poor health con­ 
dition of many rural families, Mr. 
Carr reports. 
Mr. McCornock said 
he is sure it is helping in Delta 
rounty. 
Some families unable in 
recent years to produce or other­ 
wise obtain for their own use the 
necessary fruits, vegetables, and 
meats, as well as adequate dairy 
and poultry foods, are now doing 
FO in accordance with FSA farm 
and

management 
plans. 
These plans are worked out
